CRATER LAKE National park has 
been termed by many the eighth 
wonder of tho world. Nestling 
in the heart of a great moun- 
staln which, in ages past, was a 
living volcano, 6,000 foot above the 
Dua, with Us sapphire aurfaco unruf- 
fled, roHcctlng tho many-hued surfaces 
of the 1,000 foot high orator walls 
which surrounded It,. It Is undoubtedly 
one of tho most oxqulsUe goma of 
color to bo found In tho world. Its 
blue surpasses the blue of the Day of 
Naples In richness and Intensity and 
Its somewhat weird surroundings, 
pregnant with mystery and solitude, 
arc in perfect harmony with tho plucia 
repose of its surface. 

There aro glaciers In many coun- 
tries, high peaks, water falls, cascades, 
forests and llelds of wild flowers to bo 
found In many lands, but thero Is only 
ono Crater lake. Indlvldimlity Is as 
difllcult of attainment in scenery as U 
is In persons, and in Crater Lake Na- 
tional park ono flnda It to an extreme 
degree. 

The people of tho United States are 
particularly fortunate In tho posses- 
sion of their national parks in that al- 
most every ono of them" has a marked 
and striking Individuality and con- 
tains within Its boundaries somo fea- 
tures which will leave a lasting Im- 
pression and will be a source of Joy 
and pleasure when other, things are 
forgotten; but of all tho sights that 
can bo bad In the scenic rosorvatlons 
of our country, perhaps none wIH 
strike tho obsepver with such force 



which, at this latitude Is covered with 
snows for many months of the year; 
It Is however, tho most practlcablo 
place at which to locate tho govern- 
ment headquarters and to egtafallsh 
a small village consisting of a few 
stores and supply stations. It Is not, 
however, at the rlra of the crater and 
therefore could never, under any cir- 
cumstances, bo a place where tourists 
would be content to stay, for there Is 
ever tho mountain top with the lake 
beyond beckoning the traveler to tho 
goal of his pilgrimage. 

Tho establishment of tho village on 
the rim of tho crater overlooking the 
lake would bo Ideal, but In certain sea- 
sons the snows are so late In melting 
that tourists might never reach the vil- 
lage In tho season of their travcL The 
solution, therefore, appears to be a 
double village or two stations, ono at 
the lower level, which opens several 
weeks before tho upper levels, and one 
at the rim of the crater. By this 
means tourists may arrive at tho lower 
station, where accommodations may 
bo found, and procee'd to the rim of 
tho crater by foot when the road Is 
not pasaablo for vehicular trafllc. At 
the rim of the crater should bo estab- 
lished a secondary vlllago In which 
sleeping and eating accommodations 
are provided, together with stores and 
studios which might supply the wants 
of the tourists. 

Sailing and Fishing on the Lake. 

The desire of the tourist upon arriv- 
ing at Crater Lake National park Is to 
reach the rim of tho crater at the 
earliest time. Once there, his all-con- 
suming desire Is to descend to tho 
surface of the lako and to sail upon

Crater Lako National park is In tho 
Cascade rango of mountains In south- 
ern Oregon. Tho lako Is circular In 
form and about six miles In diameter. 
Its surface is at an olevatlon of G,177 
feet above sea level and is an average 
of 1,000 feet below the crest of tho 
surrounding crater rim. The groat 
cavity In this mountain was once the 
crater of an acttvo volcnno which, at 
ono time or another, collapsed, leaving 
a receptacle several hundred feet In 
depth which Is now lllled with spar- 
kling blue water, clear as .a diamond 
and of a blue that do/ies description. 
Arranging for Tourists. 

To ninUo this unique gem of ox- 
qulslLo beauty available to the travel- 
ing public has been no slmplo problem; 
Tho park Is traversed by roads froin 
the west and from tho south and tho" 
approaches are along easy gradients 
Kind through wonderful forosts and 
alongside beautiful canyons, but upoii 
a closer approacli to tho ascent to tho 
rim of tho crater, ' tho difllculty of 
reaching the lake becomes more and 
more , sorlous, and the problems In- 
volved In estahllshlhg proper accom- 
modations for the tourlsta and main- 
taining them throughout tho season 
becomes more and more complex. 

Tiro superintendent's house Is lo- 
cated sovoral miles from the rim of 
tho crater and at an elevation of 6.000 
feet above sea level. This altitude, 
while moro than 1,000 feet below tho 
rim of the crater from which a view 
ot the lake can bo bad, ISi-stUl one 



this bluest sea about the phantom 
Island and In the shadow of tho Jaggeu 
rim. After he goes this far, bis next 
consuming desiro will be to hook tho 
glorious trout which may be seen 
swimming in the depths beneath his 
boat. A trip of this sort will only (111 
him with a further longing to encircle 
tho lake on land around tho rim, so 
that ho may drink in tho sparkling 
colors and deeper shadows from all 
angles. Tho problem, therefore, wliich 
confronts the secretary of the Interior 
Is tho development of roads and trails 
about the lake so that tho tourist may 
receive full satisfaction, and to do this. 
plans hnvo been drawn and work be- 
gun on tho roads and trails and vil- 
lage. 

Congress has appropriated money, 
which is being expended through the 
war department, for tho construction 
of an encircling road to bo built 
around the crater. This road Is under 
construction and a material portion of 
It has boon completed. The three en- 
trance roads, one from Medford on tho 
west, ono from Klamath Falls on tho 
south, and ono along Sand creek on 
the east, havo boon completed and aro 
now open to travel. The trail from 
tho rlra of the crater to tho lake aur- 
faco Indicating tho location of tho pro- 
posed rim village has been construct- 
ed and wlllthls year bo widened and 
improved. A lodge or hotel has boon 
constructed on tho rim of the crater 
and roads connecting it with tho su- 
perintendent's headquarters at Anna 
Spring at the lower level have boon 
completed. _

' Differences In Branchea of Mankind 

.Are Marked— priflin of tho 

Semltlc'PeopIea. 

■Sanskrit Is tli^ language which wofl 
spoken- by tlHJfcBgternmoBt' branch of 
the Indo'Germanlc: or Aryan ri^ce., It 
cannot,' Iheroforo, be Bald whether tho 
race or^ttie languoge peculiar to that 
race iBtho elder/ probably tUe .former. 
The advent of the Celtic Aryan Into 
Europe Is shrouded In mystery. There 
are apparently not even traditions of 
theit'tlme of emigration. The Semitic 
race la dh,o of the bIx races of man- 
klndiarid la distinct from the Aryan-j 
The 'races are Indo-Germanlc or Ar- 
yan, white, of Europe,. America,*; Pei^ 
Bia, India and Australia: TheSjIohgo- 
llan pr Tufenlqn, yellow and brown, 
Asia. The Semitic, . white. Africa, 
Arabia; etc The negro, . black, Af- 
rica. Tlve Malay or Polyneslan.'hrbwn, 
Australasia. The American'" Indian, 
red. North and South America. 

Tho Semites are BUpposed to he the 
descendants" of 'Shcm— that Is, the 
name originated In This way. The terra 
was not in general use until the first 
quarter of this century, though It was 
used In Germany 'as early as 1781,: -It 
Is applied to the races akin lo tho He- 
brew, such as Arabian, or Assyrian. 
Some authorities consider the primi- 
tive seat of tho race to be Africa, 
others Afahlo, still others tho lower 
Euphrates. The languages form an 
Important family, and are divided into 
two principal branches, tho northern 
and southern; To the northern branch 
belong the Assyrian and Afamean (or 
Syrian), and tho Palestinian, (Hebrew 
and Phoenician). To , the Southern 
belong the Arabic and tho Ethloplc.

Geucvn, Nor. 23. via Purls.— It is re-' 
ported iinonidally in dispatches from 
Lailiacli, Austria, that the Cortlllca- 
tious of Gorlzia have been almOBt de- 
Btroye<l by the Italian artillery. 

Intonse bombardment or Austrian 
positions In the Gorlzia zone by Italian 
artillery continues; according to the 
oIHoial statement issued at Rome. A 
suiK-uBsful attack was begun north- 
■west of Oslava, and Italian Infantry 
obtained a firm footing on part of the 
summit oC Monte San Mlchele. 

The bombardment of Gorlzia and 
tho buttle which has been in progress 
on the Isonzo front for the last two 
weokH has been marked by some of 
the bitterest lighting on any front 
during the war. The Italians already 
liold iMonfalcone. and. this, with tho 
caiJture oC Gorlzia, which seems near. 
probably means the early fall o( 
Trieste to the Italians, which would 
give the best part of Austria's coast 
line to Italy. 

The Serbinn town of Novlpaznr, 
■ft-hlch Is only twenty-five miles from 
the Montenegrin frontier, has been 
taken ^by the Germans. This an- 
uoiincemont was made by the war of- 
ilce at Uerlln, which roportei' also the 
capture of 4,400 Serbians on Sunday. 

The Serbian legation at Rome re- 
ports an important Serbian victory at 
;,.cskovats. in the NIsh district, after a 
haitio lasting several days. The Bul- 
garlrn losses, the legation adds, wero 
enoimous. 



Statement Issued at Washington Says 
Important Information Was Ob- 
tained Concerning Actlvrties of Aus- 
trian Consul Von Nuber. 

Washington, Nov. 20.— Attorney 
General Gregorj ofllcially announced 
on Thursday that A. Bruce BlolaskI, 
chief of the bureau of investigation of 
tho department of Justice, at his con- 
ference in Now York with Dr. Josef 
Gorlcar, former Austrian consul, "ob- 
tjilned much valuable Information" 
concerning the actlvltloa of Austrian 
Consul General von Nuber and his as- 
sociates. 

A full report will bo transmitted 
to the state department It Is ex- 
pected that tho cancellation of ex- 
equatur of Consul General von Nuber 
and possibly of other consuls will bo 
the result. 

John n. Rathon, editor of the Provi- 
dence Journal, with whom BlolaskI 
also conferred, turned over to tho dor 
partment olllclaJs evidence In sub 
stantlatlon of Doctor Gorlcar's 
charges,. 

Tho attorney general's statement 
was as follows: 

"Mr. Blelaski. chief of the bureau 
of Investigation of the department of 
justice, returned after his visit to New 
York, during which he conferred with 
Mr. Rathon, editor of tho Providence 
Journal, and Doctor Gorlcar.

MuUjday was pale and nervous when 
th,o verdict was being read and gazed 
pitiably aC'Judgo Stough.

Arguments on tho motion for a new 
trial v^'lll be d6ferrcd/for ten days It 
was announced. State's Attorney 
Hoyno announced that the trials of 
Lorlmer and Huttlg on similar Indict- 
ments will loke place the Orst part of 
next year.

The ris- 
ing tide flows over and niters through 
such reefs into the great natural rea- 
orvoira beyond, but the water Is hold 
back at the ebb until it breaks over 
tho obstruction In an Irresistible tor- 
rent Most curlous^of all Is the wa- 
terfall at Canoe Passage, whore the 
island ot "Vancouver approaches the 
British Columbia mainland. Hero the 
flood tide from the Gulf of Georgia to.

row cleft between two Islands until It 
pours over in a boiling caacado 18 feet 
high, with perhaps' double tho volume 
of tho Ithlne. At the turn of the tide, 
however, the waters from the north 
rush back Into the gulf, producing a 
cascade of equal height and volume.
